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1 . SUMMARY. WITH JUST OVER A WEEK TO GO BEFORE VIENNA, LEADERS 
OF BOTH COMMUNITIES HAVE CONTINUED TO SPEAK ON THE PROSPECTS 
FOR NEGOTIATION OF CYPRIOT PROBLEM. COMMUNIST AKEL MOVED 
INTO MORE PRO-NEGOTIATION STANCE. GREEK CYPRIOT PRESS DIVIDED 
ALONG PARTY LINES BUT ON THE WHOLE VIEWED VIENNA WITH 
CAUTIOUS HOPE. AEGEAN EXERCISES AND FIR CONTROVERSY 
CAUSED GREEK CYPRIOTS TO QUESTION TURKISH INTENTIONS. 
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END SUMMARY 

2. ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS, ADDRESSING A CONFERENCE OF 
THE CIVIL SERVANTS TRADE UNION (PASYDY) MAR 19, 

REPEATED THAT THE GREEK CYPRIOT SIDE WILL BE GOING TO 
VIENNA "IN GOOD FAITH AND GOOD WILL" AND IS PREPARED 
TO COMPROMISE; SAID HE COULD NOT FORECAST PROSPECTS 
FOR AN AGREEMENT; AND PROMISED THAT "THE PEOPLE 

WILL BE ASKED TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEW ON ANY SETTLEMENT REACHED". 

3. HOUSE PRESIDENT AND PRO-MAKARIOS DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
LEADER KYPRIANOU, WHOSE RECENT STRIDENT SPEECHES 
ARE SAID TO HAVE PROMPTED A REPRIMAND FROM MAKARIOS, 

ASSUMED A SLIGHTLY MORE MODERATE TONE THIS WEEK. SPEAK- 
ING MAR 20 IN LARNACA, HE CONSPICUOUSLY AVOIDED CALL FOR 
RETURN OF ALL REFUGEES, REPEATED WARNINGS ABOUT 
"PARTITIONIST" SOLUTIONS, BUT ACKNOWLEDGED THAT CYPRIOTS 
ARE NOW ANXIOUS FOR A SETTLEMENT PROVIDED IT DOES NOT 
LEAD TO GREATER DIFFICULTIES IN FUTURE. PR O-CT. BRIDES 
PRESS AND CIRCLES, MEANWHILE, GLEEFULLY NOTED APPARENT 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN KYPRIANOU AND MAKARIOS ON NEGOTIATIONS 
AND ADVISED THAT KYPRIANOU SHOULD GIVE UP PRETENSE (AND 
PRESUMABLY POLITICAL BENEFITS) OF BEING POLITICAL LEADER 
CLOSEST TO MAKARIOS. 

4. LYSSARIDES AND EDEK CONTINUED TO BE CHARY ABOUT 
VIENNA BUT SEEM FOR THE MOMENT TO HAVE ACQUIESCED IN 
MAKARIOS' NEW AND MORE FLEXIBLE NEGOTIATING TACK. 

SPEAKING MAR 17 AND 20, LYSSARIDES INSISTED ON RIGHT 
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OF SETTLEMENT, PROPERTY, AND MOVEMENT, STRONG CENTRAL 
GOVERNMENT, AND BROAD INTERNATIONAL GUARANTEES. HE 
SAID HE WOULD NEVER ACCEPT SOLUTION WITHOUT RIGHT OF 
RETURN FOR ALL REFUGEES; CRITIZED CERTAIN NEWSPAPERS 
FOR CREATING "FALSE CLIMATE OF EUPHORIA" IN REPORTING 
ALLEGED CHANGE OF U.S. POLICY TOWARDS CYPRUS; AND 
STRESSED THAT U.S. INVOLVEMENT WAS ONLY TO PROVIDE 
EXCUSE TO RESUME MILITARY ASSISTANCE TO TURKEY. 

5. IN SHARP CONTRAST TO EDEK S POSITION WAS 

SPEECH COMMUNIST LABOR LEADER ZIARTIDES GAVE IN LIMASSOL 
MAR 14 AND LARGELY REPEATED IN INTERVIEW WITH PRO- 
GOVERNMENT WEEKLY KYPROS MAR 21. THE COMMUNIST LEADER 
SAID IN DISCUSSING CYPRUS NEGOTIATIONS, THAT THE 
GREATEST DANGER DOES NOT LIE IN OVER-OPTIMISM BUT IN 
UNDERESTIMATING THE OPPORTUNITIES BEING PRESENTED; 

CALLED ON NATIONAL COUNCIL UNDER MAKARIOS 1 LEADERSHIP 
TO TAKE BOLD DECISIONS ON DELICATE AND DIFFICULT ASPECTS 
OF CYPRUS PROBLEM; ARGUED THAT CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS ARE

IN ACCORD WITH SOVIET CALLS FOR ''INTERNATIONA! .TZATTON" 

AND POINTED OUT THAT LARGEST INTERNATIONAL BODY 
OF ALL, I.E. U.N., HAS REPEATEDLY URGED GREEK AND TURK 
CYPRIOTS TO CONTINUE TALKS UNTIL PEACEFUL SOLUTION 
EMERGED. HE ALSO NOTED THAT SOVIET UNION, WHILE CALLING 
FOR INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON CYPRUS, HAD ALWAYS

CONTROLLED ONLY 30 PERCENT OF CYPRUS' RESOURCES. 

7. "TFSC FOREIGN MINISTER" CHELIK AND NEGOTIATOR ONAN 
CRITICIZED RECENT STATEMENTS OF PAPADOPOULOS AND 
KYPRIANOU, TERMING THEM A REFLECTION OF GOC LEADERSHIP'S 
"NEGATIVE MENTALITY" AND INCOMPATIBLE WITH GOOD WILL. 

CHELIK ALSO SAID PROGRESS COULD BE MADE AT VIENNA IF 

(A) GREEKS ACCEPT BIREGION AL FEDERATION; (B) THEY DO 

NOT INSIST ON IMMEDIATE IMPLEMENTATION OF PRINCIPLES 

(I.E., FREEDOM OF SETTLEMENT AND MOVEMENT) PROVIDED FOR 

IN A NORMAL FEDERAL SYSTEM; (C) THEY LET TIME HEAL PAST

KERSTEN PROVIDED HELPFUL EXAMPLE OF FRIENDLY INTERCOM- 
MUNAL CONTACT. AS FIRST SUCH NON-GOVERNMENTAL CONFERENCE 
TO TAKE PLACE SINCE 1974, THIS MEETING HAS HEARTENED 
THOSE IN BOTH COMMUNITIES WHO ARE SEEKING WAYS TO BRIDGE 
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THE ISLAND'S DIVISION. 

-BEGINNING OF TURKISH NAVAL AND AIR EXERCISES IN THE 
AEGEAN MAR 21 HAS HAD DEPRESSING EFFECT ON GREEK
